The Enemy has made: a great Fire upon us from their Baſtions and Cita« 
del, both with their Canon and Borbs, but with fmall Succeſs, ſaving only 
that one cf their Bombs has ſunk one of our Bombing Vellels, i0 which - 

' was CaptainSilver, who has been ſaved, bur with the m6 fortune of having 
one of his Legs broken off. 
My Lor: Berkley intends to continue here til the Town is all in aſhes ; and 
- that the Enemy may not quench the Fire, we. continue to play our Bombs 
Mi Fupon the owe, and' y_ the Citadel.
